Commercial  exports  of  dry  beans  in  the  marketing  year  ending  August  31,  1962 
was  the  lowest  since  1954-55,  largely  because  of  cessation  of  exports  to 
Cuba  and  Mexico. 

Total  exports  of  2.2  million  bags  for  1961-62  included  458,000  bags  of 
foreign  relief  and  donations  and  about  250,000  bags  under  other  Titles  of 
the  Public  Law  480  program.  This  leaves  a commercial  or  dollar  exports 
of  approximately  1.5  million  bags.  Relief  shipments  went  to  40  or  more 
countries  over  the  world.  Shipments  under  other  Government  programs  went 
principally  to  Brazil,  Morocco,  Tunisia  and  the  Congo. 

Britain  was  by  far  the  largest  commercial  importer  of  U.S.  beans,  taking 

816.000  bags,  principally  pea  beans.  Venezuela  was  the  second  largest 
with  252,000  bags,  a record  high  for  this  country.  It  compares  with 

201.000  bags  in  1960-61  and  much  smaller  quantities  in  previous  years. 
Canada's  imports  of  109,000  bags  was  the  largest  in  4 years  but  only  half 
the  volume  of  the  mid-1950's. 

The  57,000  bags  exported  to  Australia,  fourth  largest  importer,  was  the 
alltime  high  for  that  market  and  was  more  than  double  the  previous  high 
in  1960-61.  Australia  took  principally  pea  beans,  apparently  for  canning. 
Exports  to  the  Netherlands  of  34,000  bags  were  the  highest  for  that  country 
but  there  was  a shift  away  from  pea  beans.  This  year's  Dutch  purchases 
were  designated  principally  "other  white  beans"  suggesting  that  they  were 
intended  for  the  grocery  trade  of  continental  Europe.  Much  of  the  Japanese 
imports  were  designated  "other  colored  beans"  and  probably  included  lower 
quality  and  broken  beans  for  grinding  into  paste. 

More  than  half  of  the  total  U.S.  exports  were  pea  beans;  second  largest 
were  red  kidney  beans  and  third,  "other  colored".  The  unusually  low  export 
of  pintos  in  1961-62  reflects  lack  of  Mexican  demand.
